SAFEGUARDING OF INDUSTRIES ACT. 








PART I. SUB-SECTION 1 (5): FINAL 
DECISION ON GALLIC ACID. 

The Board of Trade announce that the Referee, 
after hearing a complaint under the above Sub- 
Section that Acid Gallic had been improperly ex- 
cluded from the lists of articles chargeable with 
duty under Part I. of the Safeguarding of Indus- 
tries Act, has given judgment upholding the con- 
plaint; and accordingly the lists issued by the 
Board are amended so as to include the item ‘* Acid 
Gallic ’’ as from and including 21st October, 1922. 

It may be recalled that Gallic Acid was in the 
original lists as drawn up by the Board of Trade. 
In consequence, however, of certain observations by 
the Referee in regard to the remova! of Cream of 
‘Tartar, the Board of Trade also deleted Gallic 
Acid. The effect of the final decision of the 
Referee, as given above, is to restore Gallic Acid to 
the list as originally drawn up by the Board. 


COAL.

GREEK CONSORTIUM. 


A telegram has been received from H.M. Repre- 
sentative at Athens reporting that on 12th October 
a Royal Decree was issued by the Greek Govern- 
ment modifying existing regulations dealing with 
exchange transactions. Drachma transactions are 
now free and foreign exchange can be purchased in 
the open market. The Government will, however, 
still control exchange coming into Greece from the 
export of currants, tobacco, figs and olive oil at a 
fixed rate. 





ESTABLISHMENT OF BONDED WAREHOUSE 
AT ALEXANDRETTA. 

H.M. Consul at Aleppo states that a bonded 
warehouse was established at Alexandretta on 1st 
July. Goods placed in bond will be regarded as 
outside Syrian territory from the point of view of 
the collection of duties.

MERCHANDISE MARKS: PORT WINE. 

Messrs. ‘Taylors Drug Company, [Litd., of Burley 
Hill, Leeds, were on 4th October prosecuted at 
Preston Police Court by the Board of ‘Trade for 
applying a false trade description, namely ‘* Port,” 
to a certain liquor, and for having in their posses- 
sion for sale, for exposing for sale and for selling 
such liquor so falsely described. The company was 
convicted on the summons for applying a false trade 
description and fined £10 and £52 10s. for costs. 
‘I'he summonses on the other counts were withdrawn, 
the defendants paying the costs of them.

AUSTRALIAN RESOURCES: DEVELOPMENT 
TRAIN. 

H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in Australia 
reports that the first of the series of tours organised 
by the Victorian Government Railways Commis- 
sioners to enable prominent business men to inspect 
land settlement schemes in operation, farming 
methods, irrigation systems, etc., took place from 
8th August to 2nd September. 

Over 1,500 miles were covered during the tour, 
which included inspection of the Murray River 
irrigation scheme, the mallee country and certain 
districts in the north-west of Victoria. Sixty of 
the leading representative commercial men of 
Melbourne participated in the tour. 





SOUTH AFRICAN TRADE WITH INDIA. 

The revival of the coal export trade established 
before the war has provided a set off against the 
jlarge annual import of necessaries from India, 
states the Report on the Economic Conditions 
in South Africa by H.M. Senior Trade Commis- 
sioner. Exports to India were valued at approxi- 
mately £1,000,000, whilst imports included normal 
quantities of the staple commodities and lower prices 
appear to have stimulated trade. Jute manufac- 
tures head the list with £667,000, followed by tea 
and rice. Other foodstuffs include ghee (£56,000), 
and dhall (£36,000). Paraffin wax (£46,000) and 
teak (£36,000) are other important lines received 
from India. 

The textile groups show a satisfactory year’s trade 
inready made clothes, aggregating £130,000 ; cotton 
manufactures, £115,000; silk piece-goods, £10,000; 
earpets, £40,000; and matting and coir fibre, 
£19,000. The vegetable oils trade has fallen to 
small proportions. Other products of which small 
quantities are imported are stearine, myrabolams, 
spices, drugs, and hides. 





IRAQ STAMP LAW, 1922. 

The ‘* Times of Mesopotamia,’’ in its issue of 7th 
September, contains the text of an Act to be known 
as the “* Iraq Stamp Law, 1922.’’ This Act, which 
came into force as from Ist September, 1922, 
will be operative in all territories of Iraq.

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JAPAN ECONOMIC FEDERATION. 


The Commercial Counsellor of H.M. Embassy at 
Tokio reports the establishment of a federation of 
business men’s organisations which will be known 
as the Japan Economic Federation. The I edera- 
tion was promoted by the Governor of the Bank of 
Japan and some of the most prominent business 
men of Tokio and Osaka, including several members 
of the Industrial Mission which visited the United 
Kingdom last year. Ninety-eight councillors have 
been elected, from whom 40 directors have been 
chosen and from the last-named twelve managing 
directors have been elected. 

The objects of the Federation are to keep in 
touch with economic developments abroad and in- 
terpret them to Japanese business circles, to advise 
the Government on matters connected with prices 
of commodities, export conditions, taxation, Tariff 
regulations, labour problems, and other questions 
affecting the industrial life of the nation and to act 
as a link between the Japanese economic world and 
representative commercial organisations in foreign 
countries, particularly the International Chamber 
of Commerce. 





TAXATION OF PROFITS IN BRAZIL. 


The Regulations for the Collection and Super- 
vision of Income Tax in Brazil established by the 
Budget Law of 1921 (see the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 2nd 
June, 1921, page 608) have been amended recently 
by Decree 15,589, dated 29th July, 1922, which was 
published in the ‘‘ Diario Official do Brazil ’’ of 
2nd August.

COFFEE WEEVIL IN COLOMBIA. 


H.M. Minister at Bogota reports that a recent 
shipment of coffee from Cartagena to Barcelona was 
reported as having arrived at the latter port reduced 
to powder by a weevil, and that there has con-. 
sequently been some uneasiness among coffee 
exporters. Upon investigation it was found that 
two warehouses in Cartagena had been infected, 
coffee having been left in them for over a year owing 
to a dispute between the warehouse owners and the 
owners of the coffee. The reports that the weevil 
had also been discovered in Barranquilla and Santa 
Marta have not, however, been confirmed. 

H.M. Minister reports that the Government has 
investigated the matter, and has ordered the dis- 
infection of all warehouses at the fluvial and mari- 
time ports and of all coffee-carrying boats on the 
Magdalena river. The authorities do not consider 
that there is any danger of other warehouses being 
infected, and unless the weevil should in some way 
be brought into the interior of the country there 
pn appear to be no danger of infection in the 
uture.

COMMERCIAL ARBITRATION. 


REPORT OF ECONOMIC CUMMITTEE OF 
LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 


The Economic Committee of the League of 
Nations state in their Report, which was recently 
adopted by the Council and the Assembly of the 
League, that they have devoted themselves to 
an examination of the obstacles which at the pre- 
sent time hinder international trade. Special atten- 
tion was given to whatever conflicts with the obliga- 
tion, laid down in the Covenant of the League, to 
secure the equitable treatment of commerce. 
Perhaps the subject of most general interest 
in the Report is the proposal of the Economie 
Committee that States members of the League 
should adopt measures to encourage the use, 
and ensure the practical efticacy, of clauses 
ii private commercial contracts providing for 
aibitration. The use of clauses providing 
for arbitration has been found of great practical 
value in avoiding litigation and promoting commer- 
cial honesty, and the commercial world attaches 
vreat unportance to its general recognition. The 
importance of this question was also recognised by 
the Genoa Conference, which endorsed the action 
taken by the Economic Committee of the League 
in passing a resolution to the effect that ** it 
is desirable that the enquiries now being made by 
the League of Nations, as to the best means of safe- 
vuarding the validity of voluntary agreements to 
refer to arbitration disputes arising out of commer- 
cial contracts, should be continued.’* The Economic 
(‘ommittee, aware of the difhculties of a juridical 
nature which are in the way of a general recognition 
of the arbitration clause, found it necessary first 
to consult legal and commercial experts before 
arriving at any definite proposals. 

The following experts willingly placed them- 
selves at the disposal of the League of Nations, and 
met in London in July in order to examine the 
questions put to them: F. D. MacKinnon, K.C., 
(Chairman), Great Britain; Professor Gidel, 
France; M. Ernst Meyer, Denmark; Hon. Kan-ichi 
Kayama, Japan; Dr. J. Novak, Czecho-Slovakia ; 
Dr. M. Friedeberg, Germany. 

This Sub-Committee submitted a very valuable 
report to the Eeonomic Committee, in which the 
definite recommendations were as follows :— 








‘* If two parties of different nationalities agree 
to refer disputes that may arise between them in a 
named country, an action brought by either party 
in any country other than that agreed upon as the 
place for arbitration ought to be stayed by the 
eourt of the country in which it is brought, pro- 
vided that (a) the court is satisfied that the other 
party is and has been ready and willing to do all 
thines necessary to earry out the arbitration 
agreed upon, and (b) that the same court is satis- 
fied, either by a certificate of the court of the 
country in which it has been agreed to arbitrate, 
or by diplomatic methods, that the Law of the 
latter country recognises and will make effective 
the arbitration agreeement.’’ 


The Economic Committee fully endorse the views 
of the Sub-Committee of Experts, and are of the 
opinion that it 1s highly desirable that the steps in- 
dicated should be taken with a view to secure that 
traders of different nationalities who have volun- 
tarily agreed to an arbitration clause in their con- 
tracts should so far as possible be made to respect 
and comply with it. To this end it would be neces- 
sary to remove any obstacles in the Law of the 
various countries which may assist or justify traders 
evading the terms of their contract. The Com- 
mittee are of opinion that the States members 
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of the League whose legislation or legal practice 
is still adverse to arbitration agreements between 
traders, should endeavour to introduce as_ soon 
as possible the measures necessary to give effect 
to the above recommendation. 

The Committee state that they have so far not 
referred to the question of the enforcement in one 
country of an award made in another country. They 
are fully aware of the importance of this question 
to the commercial world, which importance was 
also emphasised by the Sub-Committee of Experts. 
They find, however, that the question of the enforce- 
ment of awards cannot be separated from that of the 
enforcement of legal judgments. At the present 
time there seem very great difficulties in the way 
of reciprocal enforcement in one country of legal 
judgments delivered in another. If this is the case 
with regard to the judgments of courts, it 1s obvious 
that the difficulties must be greater with regard to 
awards of commercial arbitrators. The Committee, 
however, recognising the inconveniences and 
prejudices caused to the commercial world by 
the fact that awards as well as legal judgments 
delivered in one country cannot be executed in an- 
other country, consider that this question should 
be referred for further examination by competent 
legal authorities. Among other subjects considered 
by the Economic Committee were unfair competi- 
tion, especially in relation to the improper use of 
trade marks and false indications of origin, 
arbitrary and unnecessary Customs formalities, and 
the need for promoting greater uniformity in the 
Laws relating to bills of exchange. 

Unrarr CoMPETITION. 

The proposals circulated by the Committee to the 
Member States with respect to unfair competition 
aim at :— 

(a) Affording really effective remedies to persons 
aggrieved by unfair competition; 

(b) The comprehensive definition of the classes 
of unfair practices aimed at, including, inter alia, 
the improper use of trade marks and names and 
false indications of origin, etc., and extending to 
written misdescriptions even when not physically 
attached to the goods, 

(c) Dealing with the abuses caused by improper 
registration of foreign-owned trade marks, or of 
public emblems, hall marks, ete., and enabling 
such marks, if already improperly registered, to 
be removed from the register. 

(d) Providing means for the decision of differ- 
ences as to the interpretation or carrying out of the 
Convention. 


It is not desirable in the Committee’s view that 
the measures taken under the above headings 
should have for their object the strengthening of 
Justoms protection. 


Customs ForMALITIES. 


With a view to securing simplification and greater 
uniformity of Customs formalities and to ensuring 
prompt and widespread publicity for changes in 
tariffs and regulations, the Committee drew up 
and submitted to the Council a_ series of 
articles annexed to their Report which they 
proposed should be circulated with a covering 
letter to the States members of the League as the 
basis of the programme for an _ International 
Customs Conference of Experts to be convoked by 
the League of Nations at an early date, say, during 
the coming spring. The results eventually attained 
by such a conference would be embodied in such 
forms of international instruments, including, for 
example, draft conventions, declarations and re- 
commendations, as the conference itself may think 
best suited to achieve the various purposes desired.

Upon 
the difficult problem of qualifications for member- 
ship the Commissioners say :— 


‘‘The members of the United States Tariff 
Commission appear to be men of wide general 
attainments. The first Chairman was the dis- 
tinguished economist, Professor Taussig. ‘The 
present Chairman is also a_ well-known pro- 
fessor of political economy. The other members 
appear to be for the most part men who have 
distinguished themselves in law or in politics. 
The Australian Tariff Board, on the other 
hand, is constituted on different principles. 
The Chairman is the Deputy Comptroller of 
Customs, and of the two members one 1s con- 
nected with various industrial companies and 
the other has commercial interests. It is stated 
that the Chairman will represent the interests 
of the Government and the consumers, and the 
two members will represent the interests respec- 
tively of the manufacturers and of the im- 
porters. We have no hesitation in declaring 
that a Board representing definite interests is 
entirely unsuitable to the functions which we 
contemplate for the Indian Tariff Board. The 
various interests, whether of manufacturers or 
traders or consumers, will have the opportunity 
of placing their special views before the Tariff 
oard during its enquiries, and wii turther 
have the chance of pressing their claims in the 
Legislature before a final decision is taken. 
What is required from the Tariff Board is a 
perfectly impartial consideration and review of 
the various interests, and we therefore think it 
essential that the Board should not be consti- 
{uted in any way to represent the interests 
which will appeal to it for judgment. The 
principle should be accepted that the best men 
available are to be engaged, selection depend- 
ing rather on general qualifications than on 
specialised or expert knowledge. In is essen- 
tial that all the members should be men of 
ability, of integrity, and of impartiality, and 
other desirable qualifications are a knowledge 
of economics and a practical acquaintance with 
business affairs. We are aware that we are 
putting our qualifications high, but we do so 
deliberately, as we feel that on the degree of 
efficiency attained by the Board the success of 
the policy which we advocate in this report will 
largely depend. The cost will undoubtedly he 
high, but this is amply justified by the import- 
ance of the task assigned to the members. The 
actual scale of remuneration will not be easy 
to decide, but in view of the responsibilities 
that they will have to carry, and of the diffi- 
culty of securing men of the type required, it 
appears to us that no scale lower than that at 
present in force for Judges of High Courts in 
India would meet the case. It must be re- 
membered in this connection that the Board 
will have to make recommendations the effects 
of which can only be counted in crores of 
rupees, and it is in relation to such figures as 
these that their remuneration must be con- 
sidered. The Board will have to be provided 
with an adequate and competent office staff, but 
we do not anticipate that a highly paid Secre- 
tary will be required if the members of the 
Board possess the qualifications which we have 
recommended.”’ 


GENERAT ConnttTions Tro RE SATISFIED. 


In dealing with all claims to protection it is pro- 


posed that the Tariff Board should in the first 
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instance satisfy itself that the following conditions 
are iulfilled :— | 


(1) ‘The industry must be one possessing natura] 
advantages, such as an abundant supply 
of raw material, cheap power, a sufficient 
supply of labour, or a large home market 
Such advantages will be of different rela- 
tive importance in different industries 
but they should all be weighed and thei; 
relative importance assessed. The 
successful industries of the world Possess 
certain comparative advantages to which 
they owe their success. No industry 
which does not possess some comparative 
advantages will be able to compete with 
them on equal terms, and, therefore, the 
natural advantages possessed by an Indian 
industry should be analysed carefully, in 
order to ensure as far as possible that no 
industry is protected which will become a 
permanent burden on the community. 


(2) The industry must be one which without 
the help of protection either is not likely 
to develop at all or is not likely to develop 
so rapidly as is desirable in the interests 
of the country. This is an obvious corol- 
lary from the principles which have led 
us to recommend protection. The main 
object of protection is either to develop 
industries which otherwise would not be 
developed or to develop them with greater 
‘apidity. 


(3) The industry must be one which will 
eventually be able to face world competi- 
tion without protection. In forming an 
estimate of the probabilities of this condi- 
tion being fulfilled the natural advan- 
tages referred to in condition (1) will of 
course be considered carefully. The im- 
portance of this condition is obvious. The 
protection we contemplate is a temporary 
protection to be given to industries which 
will eventually be able to stand alone. 


The definite principle is laid down that Tarifi 
Protection should not as a rule be applied to new 
industries. The Commissioners do not say that 
never under any circumstances should Tariff pro- 
tection be granted to a new industry, but they have 
no doubt that in ordinary cases other forms of assist- 
ance are far preferable. They endorse the policy, 
ae the baby, protect the child, and free the 
ACUI.

FOOD INVESTIGATION BOARD: REPORT 
FOR 1921. 

The Food Investigation Board of the Depart- 
ment ot Scientific and Industrial Research is 
actively engaged in a number of scientific enquiries 
connected with food problems of national import- 
ance. An interesting Report * recently published 
describes the progress made during the year 1921. 

Investigations are being carried out under the 
direction of special committees dealing respectively 
with fish preservation, meat, cold storage engineer- 
ing, fruit and vegetables, oils and fats, and lastly 
canned foods. The report describes the present 
state of the researches of each of these committees. 

The deterioration of salted fish, leading to the 
condition known as ‘‘ pink,’’ has been found to be 
due to a micro-organism infecting the salt used in 
curing and remarkable in growing only in strong 
brine. In connection with the putrefaction of 
meat, attempts have been made to contrast the rate 
of growth of the responsible organisms with the 
nature of the changes produced by them; enquiries 
of this kind are essential to a proper understanding 
of the mechanism of putrefaction. 
bearing upon the same subject has also been pre- 
pared. Much work has been done upon the funda- 
mental engineering questions associated with cold 
storage, and experiments have been made with an 
insulated refrigerator motor barge designed for the 
transference of carcases from ship to cold store. 

Many investigations have been carried out under 
the supervision of the Fruit and Vegetables Com- 
mittee, especially in connection with the storage of 
fruit, such as apples. 

The report contains illustrations of the Low Tem- 
perature Station for Research in Biochemistry 
and Biophysics at Cambridge which is now occu- 
pied and in use. The equipment of this station 
fives unique facilities for the extremely difficult 
experimental work which remains to be done.

RECONSTRUCTION OF COMMONWEALTH 
BOARD OF TRADE. 


(From H.M. Trade Commissioner.) 


MELBOURNE. 

The Commonwealth Board of Trade, which was brought 
into existence during the war, has been reconstructed and 
its functions enlarged and more clearly defined, whilst the 
Bureau of Commerce and Industry has been incorporated 
with it. As reconstructed, the Board will be an exceedingly 
important organisation and its functions are as follows:— 

(1) To investigate and report upon all matters referred 
to it by the Federal Government. 

(2) Generally to consider and advise the Government 
upon matters affecting the trade, commerce, and industry 
of the Commonwealth. 

(3) To act as clearing house for commercial intelligence to 
manufacturers, merchants, and exporters, supplying to the 
commercial community continuous information with regard 
to specific openings for Australian trade in_ oversea 
markets; to collect this information through various 
agencies in London, America, and elsewhere. 

(4) To consider and advise regarding the appointment of 
Trade Commissioners, and to define and control their opera- 
tions. 

(5) To prepare the way for the investment of British 
capital in Australian industry, and point the wav to British 
manufacturers as to the possibility and advisability of 
establishing themselves in Australia. 

(6) To consider and advise on the problems of production 
and marketing. 

(7) To advise as to the desirability of and participation 
in exhibitions and industrial fairs, and to organise and 
control Australian representation thereat. 

(8) To act as a Key Industries Committee for the purpose 
of investigating and making recommendations concerning 
those necessary basic industries which, from a national 
point of view, should be established and encouraged in 
Australia. 

(9) To provide necessary facilities in the capital cities of 
the States, whereby the commercial community can bring 
before the Board any important matters affecting trade, 
commerce, and industry. 


The Prime Minister, in announcing on 15th August the 
reconstruction of the Board, stated that the underlying 
idea was to call into consultation with the Government re- 
presentative business men, whose services would be gratul- 
tously rendered, for the consideration of industrial and 
commercial questions that might arise from time to time, 
many of which had other aspects than those mainly con- 
nected with Government policy. The Board comprises. 
besides three Ministers of the Crown, certain Government 
officials and several prominent business men to whose 
number it was proposed to add as occasion arose.

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OVERSEAS TRADE IN AUGUST. 
(From*H.M.” Senior Trade_Commissioner). 
| CALCUTTA. 

The Director of Statistics, India, has issued the following 
note on the overseas trade of India in August. 

The trade returns of British India for the month of 
August showed an increase in the values of both imports 
and exports as compared with the preceding month and the 
corresponding month of last year. Imports in August 
were valued at Rs. 21,20 lakhs against Rs. 18,15 lakhs in 
July. Exports showed an increase of Rs. 61 lakhs over 
the preceding month and amounted to Rs. 23,75 lakhs, 
and re-exports were valued at Rs. 1,46 lakhs against 
Rs. 1,26 lakhs. As compared with the corresponding 
month of last year, imports increased by only 2 per cent., 
exports by 28 per cent. and re-exports by 11 per cent. 
Treasure on private account showed a net import of Rs. 
1,96 lakhs as against Rs. 6,52 lakhs in the preceding month. 
In August, 1921, there was a net export of treasure valued 
at Rs. 2,81 lakhs. 

BALANCE OF TRADE. 

Measured by the statistics of merchandise, treasure, 
enfaced rupee paper, etc., the balance of trade was in favour 
of India to the extent of Rs. 2,96 lakhs in August, as 
compared with a favourable balance of Rs. 32 lakhs in 
July and Rs. 2,54 lakhs a year ago. In the five months 
ended August, 1922, there was a favourable balance amount- 
ing to Rs. 13,05* lakhs as against an adverse balance of 
Rs. 6,24 lakhs in the corresponding months of the preceding 
year.

CHANGES IN IMPORTs. 


As compared with August, 1921, the imports of food, 
drink, and tobacco decreased by Rs. 1,18 lakhs, while raw 
materials and manufactured articles rose by Rs. 28 lakhs 
and Rs. 1,25 lakhs respectively. The decrease in the 
imports of articles of food, drink, and tobacco was due to 
a heavy decline of Rs. 1,45 lakhs in the imports of sugar, 
partly set off by a small increase of Rs. 15 lakhs in tobacco. 
Sugar 16 D.S. and above declined in quantity from 76,000 
to 53,000 tons and in value from Rs. 3,21 lakhs to Rs. 
1,76 lakhs. Under raw materials, the imports of raw silk, 
chiefly from China, accounted for an increase of Rs. 15 
lakhs, while coal and raw cotton showed small decreases of 
Rs. 5 lakhs and Rs. 4 lakhs respectively. Of manufactured 
articles the imports of cotton piece-goods more than doubled 
in quantity and increased in value from Rs. 3,38 to Rs. 
6,19 lakhs as compared with August last year. There 
were, however, important decreases under machinery 
(Rs. 94 lakhs) railway plant and rolling stock (Rs. 67 lakhs), 
and electrical instruments (Rs. 16 lakhs.) 

VARIATIONS IN EXPports. 

As regards the exports of Indian produce, food, drink, 

and tobacco, compared with August, 1921, increased by 





* These figures do not take into account Rs. 67 lakhs and 
Rs. 4,13 lakhs respectively, being the values of railway materials 
imported direct by State railways working under company manage- 
ment which are not paid for in the ordinary way. 
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Ks. 69 lakhs, due chiefly to larger shipments of tea (Rs. 
81 lakhs) notwithstanding a decrease of Rs. 15 lakhs under 
food-grains. Raw materials and produce rose by Rs. 
3,57 lakhs, there being an increase of Rs. 82 lakhs in the 
exports of raw cotton, of Rs. 1,23 lakhs in seeds, Rs. 53 
lakhs in raw jute, and of Rs. 28 lakhs in lac. Manufactured 
goods showed an increase of Rs. 1,08 lakhs ; of which jute 
goods accounted for Rs. 1,60 lakhs, while cotton yarns and 
manufactures decreased by Rs. 1,05 lakhs. 


TRADE WITH THE UniTED KINGDOM, THE UNITED STATES, 
AND JAPAN, 


The share of the United Kingdom stood at 58 per cent. 
ot the imports in August, as in the preceding month, while 
her share in the.export trade increased to 23 per cent. in 
August from 20 per cent. in July. The shares of Japan and 
the United States were respectively 6 and 5 per cent. 
under imports and 15 and 12 per cent. under exports. 


MOVEMENT OF SHIPPING. 


The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outwards with cargoes from and to foreign countries 
and British Possessions during the month of August 
amounted respectively to 505,000 and 585,000 as against 
508,000 and 606,000 in July, and 502,000 and 494,000 a

NEW ZEALAND. 





IMPERIAL GOVERNMENT SUPPLIES. 

A Review of the operations of the Department of Imperial 
Government Supplies from Ist April, 192], to 30th June, 
1922, has recently been presented to the New Zealand 
House of Representatives. 

The period covered by the previous Report (see the 
* Journal” of 22nd December, 1921, pp. 652-654) witnessed 
the termination of the remaining contracts of purchase of 
frozen meat, butter, cheese, wool, and sheepskins on bhehalt 
of the Imperial Government. The year under review, 
states the Controller of the Department, has been oceupied 
in shipping the stocks in «:uestion and in the administration 
of the Butter Equalisatic. Fund and the New Zealand 
Wool Committee. 

CLEARANCES OF FROZEN MEAT AND BUTTER. 

The shipment of the 600,956 60-Ib. freight carcases 
remaining on hand at 3lst Mareh, 1921, was effected 
hetween the months ensuing from April to October. The 
butter held in store, awaiting shipment on account of the 
Imperial Government, on 3Ist March, 1921, amounted to 
251,029 boxes, and shipment was effected between April 
and July of that year. 

BuTrTeR EQUALISATION FUND, 1920-21 SEASON, 

Under the authority of section 12 of the Appropriation 
Act, 1920, a payment was made to manufacturers in respect 
of creamery butter sold for household consumption at 
prices fixed by Order in Council, in order to eqqualise 
returns of such factories with the returns of exporting 
factories. The maximum rate was fixed at 6d. per pound 
from 19th October, 1920, up to the date on which the 
Imperial Government contract for the purchase of butter 
terminated, viz., 3lst March, 1921. 

On Ist April, 1921. the rate was reduced to 3d. per pound, 
and again to 2d. per pound on 17th April, 1921. The 
latter rate was payable in respect of creamery butter sold 
and distributed to retailers or consumers up to 31st August, 
1921. Each of the foregoing,rates was subject to a deduc- 
tion in the event of, and to the extent of, the factories’ 
selling price exceeding the price of Is. 113d. per pound 
bulk in hoxes at factory-door, or its equivalent. 

Interim payments were made to factories based on 
monthly recurns received from them, and the final payment 
was made hy the Department upon the receipt of each 
factory's return duly audited by one of the Department’s 
travelling auditors. The total payments made cut of 
the fund for the fifteen months ended 30th June, 1922, 
amounted to £245,699 Os. Ed. 

BALANCE OF Woon HELD. 

The wool held in New Zealand on account of the Imperial 
Government at 3lst March, 1921, amounted to 314,903 
bales. Upon the market improving the shipment of these 
stocks was resumed at the end of Novemher last, and during 
the seven months to 30th June, 1922, 260,008 bales were 
slupped, leaving a balance of 54,595 bales, which it was 
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estimated would be all shipped by the end of August, 1929. 
The balance included 37,024 bales greasy, 5,257 bales 
Government scoured, 4,433 bales Government slipes, and 
8,055 bales freezer slipes. 


New ZEALAND Woot COMMITTEE. 


As the result of a recommendation by the Producers’ 
Committee, it was decided that, in view of the state of 
the wool industry in 1921, it was very desirable that the 
woolgrowers of New Zealand should fully co-operate with 
the British Australian Wool Realisation Association 
(Limited) and the woolgrowers of Australia, in regard to 
fixed reserves and limitation of wool offerings. 

For this purpose the Wool Industry Regulations were 
gazetted on 24th June, 1921, and were administered by a 
Committee appointed by the Government, and known as 
the New Zealand Wool Committee. The Committee com- 
prised Messrs. W. 5S. Bennett, O. Hawken, T. R. Lees 
(Chairman), A. E. Mabin, and L. A. Rutherford. This 
Committee, which was in constant touch with the British 
Australian Wool Realisation Association, prepared sched- 
ules of minimum reserve prices, issued permits for export, 
allocated the quantities of wool to be offered at the local 
sales, and handled other matters incidental to the well- 
| being of the wool industry. 
| The clerical work connected with the functions of the 

Committee, together with the collection of statistics 

relating to the production and sales of wool, was carried 

out by the Department. 

The sales of New Zealand free wools from Ist July, 1921, 
to 30th June, 1922, were as follows :—-NSold by auction in 
London, 253,135 bales; New Zealand, 457,553 bales ; 
total, 710,688 bales. 

Although a great part of this wool was sold at prices 
unremunerative to growers, there was very little speculative 
purchasing, and the great bulk was sold for direct consump- 
tion in the mills of the United Kingdom and the Continent. 
On the whole the purchases for shipment to the United 
States of America were small. 

The operations of the Committee were carried out for 
a total expenditure to 30th June, 1922. of £155 12s. 6d., 
the members acting in an entirely honorary capacity. 

Torat DISBURSEMENTS OF THE DEPARTMENT. 

The total payments hy the Department for the fifteen 
months ended 30th June, 1922, amount to £2,008,863, 
bringing the total payments by the Department from its 
inception on 3rd March, 1915, to 30th June, 1922, up to 
£160,585,507.

TRADE CONDITIONS AT PORT 
ELIZABETH. 
(From the Imperial Trade Correspondent.) 
Port ELIZABETH. 

During the first half of 1921 conditions inthe wool trade 
were bad, as the effect of the slump was still felt ; values 
were on the downward grade and in consequence sales were 
few. There was a fair amount of optimism as to the 
future, however, as the Imperial Government had been 
obtaining details as to the quantity of 1919-20 wool on 
hand with a view to purchase. The scheme materialised 
and the bulk of the wool had been appraised by the end 
of May and set aside for shipment. The total quantity 
purchased under the scheme was approximately 83,000 
bales. Shortly after this improvement in the market 
was felt and the new season opened with a good demand on 
high levels, although prices fluctuated somewhat until 
the end of the year. The total shipments from the Port 
during the calendar vear were 219,522 bales, as against 
| 119,845 in 1920. It was anticipated at the end of 1921 
that prices would weaken, but the opening months of 
1922 showed a considerable rise in values and much busi- 
| ness was done. At the end of May stocks of wool on 
| hand at the Port were estimated to be approximately 
5,000 bales, so that there will be very little to carry forward 

to next season. 

McouHAIR MARKET. 


The condition of the mohair market was very bad in 
the early part of 1921, and with prices on the downward 
grade large stocks were accumulated. Practically no 

- business could he done, as, unfortunately, the stocks on 
hand had been purchased at high prices and many ownefe 
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were faced with huge losses, in consequence of which they 
held on in the hope of an improvement showing itself. In 
the latter part of the year there was an improved demand 
from the United Kingdom, brought about by manufacturers 
finding their stocks low and desiring to replace their 
holdings at low figures. : | 

To give an example of the decrease in values, winter 
nair which had realised two shillings per lb. two years ago 
eame down to fivepence, and on this basis some large 
transactions took place. Under the influence of competi- 
tion, prices were slightly higher. 

In the early part of 1922 a temporary demand was also 
felt and transactions took place at good prices, but un- 
fortunately many farmers and storekeepers became imbued 
with the idea that a considerable rise was likely and there 
was much speculation in country districts. United King- 
dom buyers were unable to obtain high prices for yarns 
and in consequence would not follow this rise, and there 
has been a natural setback. 


PROSPECTS FOR THE FUTURE. 


The market is, on the whole, in a better position now than 
it has been for some time past, and on the basis of the 
present level of prices it is probable that sales will take 
place, but there is apparently no prospect of a material 
advance. During the last big drought the number of 
goats was considerably reduced, but as there has been a 
good kidding season the quantity of animals should in- 
crease and quality of hair improve. | 

The shipments of mohair from the Port during 1921 
amounted to 29,541 bales. 


OstTRICH FEATHERS. 


The trade in ostrich feathers during the past year has 
been fluctuating ; a shght demand for a short while was 
succeeded by a relapse and it is realised that until exchange 
conditions improve and trade generally is on a satisfactory 
basis very little permanent improvement can be expected. 

Approximately 1,050 cases of feathers were shipped 
from the Port last year, of which the United States took 
51 per cent. and the United Kingdom 43 per cent. . 

The present vear opened badly, the London sales in 
February being unsatisfactory; of the total offering, 
very little was realised and prices showed 10 per cent. to 
25 per cent. drop.

CHANGES IN THE BALANCE OF TRADE. 


If investigations as to the change in the monthly balances 
are extended over several months, it will be found necessary, 
States the Finnish Central Chamber of Commerce (Helsing- 
fors), to go through the series of months showing a surplus 
of exports which commenced in July, 1921, and this period, 
namely, from July, 1921, to August, 1922, shows a total 
surplus of 1,099-1 million marks. For the year ending 31st 
August the figures are 1,000:1 million marks. The fore- 
going figures give. some idea of the improvement in the 
balance of payment, especially if the fact be taken into 
consideration that import prices are quoted c.i.f. and export 
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prices f.o.b., and that the gross freights thus have to be 
added to the credit side of this balance. This is equivalent 
to a considerable reduction of the large foreign debts con- 
tracted in previous years. 

The statistics of commerce show considerable excesses of 
imports since the war, amounting in 1919 to not less than 
1,632°3 million marks, and to 713:7 millions in 1920, whilst 
the corresponding figure for 1921 was reduced to not more 
than 196°6 million maris. 


REHABILITATION OF Exrort TRADE. 


The volume of exports is now normal in comparison with 
1913. The index figures of value, recalculated at 1913 
prices, were during June, July, and August of the current 
year 93:0, 98:9, and 102°3 respectively, and for the period 
January-August, 93-1, against 45:0 for the corresponding 
period of 1921. For the three months named the index in 
regard to volume of imports was respectively 88-0, 67:2, 
and 87:9, and for the eight months’ period 71-9, against 
57-0 for January-August, 1921. 

Taking the figure 100 as the normal for 1913, the price 
index is decreasing both as regards imports and exports. 
The average of the price index of imports was 1,387 in 1920, 
1,329 in 1921, and 1,125 for January-August, 1922. The 
index of average export prices gives the figures 1,053 for 
1920 and 1,213 for 1921; in 1922 the figure, which was 1,364 
in January, had decreased to 1,195, taking an average for 
January-August. The cause of this reduction is the pre- 
dominant part played hy timber exports, as the more expen- 
sive paper products were the principal articles of export at 
the beginning of the year. It is, however, to be noted that 
paper and butter prices also now show lower index figures 
than was the case last year.

INDUSTRY AND TRADE IN SEPTEMBER. 
(from the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy.) 
BERLIN. 

The reports of the Prussian Chamber of Commerce on 
the situation of industry and trade in September show, 
on the one hand, that the question as to how indust ry and 
trade, after the great depreciation of the mark this summer, 
are to procure the means necessary for the continuation 
of their factories has not yet been solved ; and, on the other 
hand, that the disparity between the amount of working 
capital left to industry and trade and their need of capital 
has not yet led to a cessation or restriction of work to any 
important extent. Employment is good on the whole. 
In some branches of industry there continues to be a 
scarcity of labour; and only in a few, in particular 
the clothing and foodstuffs industries, had work to be 
restricted. 

Orders have fallen off; but how far this is due to a 
decrease in demand and in purchasing power, or to the 
uncertainty of future economic development which en- 
courages neither buyer nor seller to make long dated con- 
tracts, cannot be ascertained. The increasing scarcity of 
coal, the recurring shortage of trucks, and continual wages 
disputes, which, for the most part, were peaceably settled, 
caused numerous interruptions in work. The introduction 
also of sliding prices and of invoicing in foreign currency, 
as well as the demand for part payment in advance, led 
to a falling off in the placing of orders ; so that this de- 
crease is no criterion of the prospects of future industrial 
activity. 

THe TEXTILE INDusTRY. 

As the clothing industry is dependent to a large extent 
on foreign raw materials, its position has become very much 
worse as a result of the rapid depreciation of the mark and 
of the existing scarcity of money and credit. The entire 
industry is crippled by the uncertainty of the present 
industrial situation. The supply of cotton became more 
and more difficult and the effects of the imports of British 
varn were keenly felt. Customers showed reserve in plac- 
ing orders ; and the demand was mainly confined to avail- 
able goods. (Mutinster 1/Westphalia). 

For similar reasons, business was also unsatisfactory in 
the wool trade. <A falling off im orders was noticeable in 
the carded yarn industry, and complaints of slackening 
trade were also heard in the cloth industry. ‘Fhe gradual 
approach of inland prices to world’s market prices led to 
a decline in foreign orders. (Aix la Chapelle). 

The slump in the wool-weaving and spinning industry 
continued. Business was stagnant in the Niederlausitz 
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cloth industry, and restriction of work was feared. Cur- 
tailment of output was likewise expected during the winter 
in the linen industry, although demand, in spite of rising 
prices, was still fair. 

The unusual activity in the ready-made clothing branch 
during August was maintained during the first half of 
September, but a decided reaction ensued later in the 
month, customers holding off. 

HiprEs, LEATHER AND FOOTWEAR. 

Prices of hides and leather were further advanced. 
There was a lessened demand from the leather working- 
up industry, and sales declined. The market for boots and 
shoes became less favourable on account of high prices, 
and foreign orders fell off. 

CHEMICAL INDUSTRY. 

The inland market for dyestuffs was satisfactory, 
although the situation of the chief consumer, the textile 
industry, was critical owing to the great fluctuations in 
raw material prices, the scarcity of money, and the dimin- 
ished demand from the inland market. Foreign sales were 
also satisfactory. ‘There seemed, however, but little pros- 
pect of a continuation of business activity. Supplies of 
raw material were more difficult to procure owing to the 
continuous depreciation of the mark. Soda and benzole, 
in particular, had to be imported in large quantities from 
abroad and the supply of rock salt and lime was frequently 
insufficient owing to truck shortage. 

The supply of fuel was wholly inadequate. Large 
quantities of foreign coal and coke had to be bought in 
order to keep the nitrogen and dyestuffs factories running. 
The necessity of burning different kinds of fuel made 
operations very difficult. Prices of raw materials increased 
to an extent not yet experienced. For many kinds the 
price rose to 4-6 times the June price and even to 800 
times the peace price, e.g., in the case of benzole and cotton 
for filtering purposes. 

CiLASS. 

In the plate glass industry complaints were prevalent 
of a scarcity of raw materials and of rigorous terms of 
payment on the part of the manufacturers. Demand was 
satisfactory, and the enquiry for hollow and wire pro- 
tected glass was brisk. The foreign market for sheet 
glass improved, as far as exports of smaller quantities to 
the Eastern Border States were concerned. The increase 
in prices led frequently to cancellation and curtailment of 
orders. 

Pup, PArrer, Etc. 

Owing to the dependence of the German cellulose in- 
dustry on foreign supplies of wood, prices greatly increased. 
Foreign sales were satisfactory. The greater stringency 
of terms of payment led to a lessened inland demand. The 
paper industry complained of difficulties in procuring raw 
material, particularly cellulose. The increase of prices 
was followed by an almost complete stagnation of the 
market owing to the opposition of the newspaper publishers. 
Foreign transactions were beset with difficulties. 

The increase in prices affected the paper working-up 
industry to a still greater extent, as its customers, mostly 
retail, cannot readily adapt themselves to a 600 fold in- 
crease of pre-war prices. ‘The export situation was equally 
difficult, inland prices being higher than foreign and the 
entire export trade was further hampered by the increase 
in the export duty. Factories were beginning to deliver 
more promptly and to accept orders with short delivery.

THE TIMBER MARKET. 
(from the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation.) 
STOCKHOLM. 
According to “‘ Kommersiella Meddelanden” timber sales 
during September were not as lively as had been anticipated, 
and a partial explanation is sought in connection with the 
disturbance in the Near East. A contributory cause may 
also have been the recent rise of the Swedish exchange, 
causing an increase in the sterling and franc quotations. 
Improvements in prices on the British home market and 
a consequent increase in business are anticipated, however, 
in the near future. Continued good sales to France and 
Belgium are confidently expected provided that exchange 
movements do not increase the difficulties. 
Altogether 750,000 standards have been disposed of this 
year, leaving 200,000 to 250,000) standards still to be 
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sold. It is becoming increasingly difficult for buyers to 
find suitable specifications of redwood goods, and sales, 
especially to Spain, have been somewhat. affected by this 
consideration. With regard to Spain a certain amount of 
business for 1923 has already been negotiated, prices ruling 
the same as the present United Kingdom quotations, 
which, however, are slightly below those ruling for prompt 
delivery to Spain.

FIRST 1922 RICE CROP. 
(From the Acting British Consul). 
‘TAMSUI. 

The area under rice in Formosa for the first crop 
of 1922 amounted to 609,000 acres, an increase of 13,000 
acres on the first 1921 crop. 

In Formosa the first rice crop is planted late in February 
and harvested at the end of June. The second crop is then 
at once planted out and harvested towards the end of 
November. 

Final figures of production are not yet available regarding 
the 1922 first rice crop, but a reliable estimate places the 
vield at 13 million bushels, an increase of 585,000 bushels 
over the 1921 crop and of 972,000 bushels over the average 
crop for the past five years.

EXPORT OF COCOA FROM BAHIA. 
(From H.M. Consul.) 
BaHIA. 

During the first six months of the present year a total of 
222,567 bags (of 60 kilogs.) of cocoa was shipped from the 
port of Bahia. New York and other United States ports 
received nearly half, viz., 107,067 bags. Hamburg came 
second with 52,520 bags, and Buenos Aires third with 
19,019 bags. Amsterdam and Rotterdam received 10,214 
bags, and Havre, Marseilles, and Bordeaux 9,804 bags. 
Liverpool and London together received 1,415 bags. The 
balance went principally to Scandinavia, Belgium, and 
Uruguay.

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GERMANY. 


PREVENTION OF SPECULATION IN 
FOREIGN CURRENCIES. 


Following are the main provisions of a Decree, dated 
12th October (published in Reichsgesetzblatt and brought 
into force on 13th October) which has for its object the 
prevention of speculation in foreign currency. A summary 
of the Decree has appeared in the British press :— 

(1) Foreign currency may neither be demanded, offered, 
stipulated for, produced or accepted in the inland trans- 
actions defined in Section 1, paragraph 3, of the Law of 
Ind February, 1922 (i.e., where both parties are in the 
country and where the goods are not intended for export). 
It is also prohibited in retail sales to fix the price in inland 
currency on the basis of a foreign currency. (Currency 
includes coin, paper money, bank notes, cheques, bills, ete.) 

(2) The acquisition of foreign currency is only allowed 
after approval has been obtained for the Examination 
Oftice (Prufungstelle) of the district in which the acquirer 
has his place of business or residence. This approval 
is not required if the application is from the Reichsbank 
or a bank or banker referred to in Section |, paragraph 1, 
of the Law of 2nd February (i.e., those which may deal in 
foreign currency) or a person or body of persons registered 
in the commercial or companies register and holding a 
certificate from the competent Chamber of Commerce that 
their business is one in which foreign currency is regularly 
required. 

(3) The banks referred to in Section 1 of the Law of 2nd 
February may sell foreign currency only after they have 
assured themselves of the identity of the applicant. (The 
rest of this section deals with measures to be taken to prove 
identity, cocuments to be presented, etc.) 

(4) Measures to be taken by the Prufungstelle to prove 
the necessity for and correctness of, the transactions. 
Purchases of foreign currency for purposes of speculation or 
investment are inadmissible. 

(12) Where no other Department is appointed the 
Prufungstelle are to he the Reichsbank establishments 
(Anstalten). (13) Cancels temporarily Sections 2, 3, 5 
and 6 of the Law of 2nd February. 








Another Decree of the same dates of publication and 
enforcement contains regulations for carrying out the pre- 
vious Decree. Sections 1 and 3 exempt the following 
classes of transactions from the provisions of the previous 
Decree :— 

(1) Business dealings of the Imperial and State authori- 
ties; (2) Postal orders, money orders, post cheques, ete. ; 
(3) When foreign coin, paper money or Bank notes are 
given by foreigners in payment for services rendered or the 
delivery of articles. (4) If in the frontier districts or the 
territory occupied by the Allied and Associated Powers 
objects of daily necessity or services rendered are paid for 
in the currency of the neighbouring State or of the occupying 
Power. 

In these two last cases the amount of foreign currency must 
not exceed in each individual case 20,000 marks reckoned 
at the rate of exchange of the day. The remaining sections 
set out the competent authorities, procedure, etc.

UNITED KINGDOM. 
REPORT OF LLOYD'S REGISTER, 1921-22. 


The Annual Report of Lloyd’s Register of Shipping for 
the year ended 30th June last states that the world-wide 
depression in the shipbuilding industry, to which reference 
was made in last vear’s Report, has not been relieved during 
the past twelve months; and, as was to be anticipated, 
the new tonnage dealt with by the Society during 1921-22 
has fallen considerably short of the exceptionally high 
levels reached in the first three post-war vears 1918-21, 
when an average of, say, 3? million tons per annum received 
the Society’s classification. Disturbed political and econo- 
mie conditions, disorganisation of the exchanges, and 
stagnation of international trade provide adequate explana- 
tions for the continued falling of in shipbuilding, especially 
in view of the fact that the tonnage now afloat exceeds 
the pre-war mercantile tonnage by some fifteen million 
tons. Doubtless these figures include many vessels which, 
on account of age or for other reasons, are not likely to be 
able, even when trade revives, to enter successfully into 
competition for freights ; and it is perhaps not possible 
to determine whether, given the restoration of normal 
conditions, the tonnage now afloat would be found to exceed. 
the demand. 

Although at the time of writing this Report there are in 
some directions signs which may be indicative of a possible 
recovery in the shipbuilding industry, it will take much 
more than is at present on the horizon to enable builders to 
have any confident expectation of re-filling the berths which 
are left vacant by the completion of tonnage now in hand ; 
and, with the world outlook as it is, it would seem that the 
only consideration which would dispose shipowners to 
make themselves responsible for outlay on new tonnage, 
except as regards passenger liners and vessels intended for 
special trades, would be the knowledge that there will be 
a sharp demand tor the most up-to-date types as soon as the 
upward movement of freights begins, in order to meet the 
severe competition which must then arise. 








REDUCTION IN NEW TONNAGE. 
The total of new tonnage to which classes have been 
assigned by the Committee of Lloyd’s Register during the 
vear ended 30th June, 1922, amounts to 623 vessels, of 
2,523,992 tons gross, a reduction of 22 per cent. on the 
figures for the preceding twelve months. This tonnage is, 
however, well in excess of the highest figure recorded (in 
1913-14) in pre-war years. The Society’s returns show, 
further, that at the end of June last 464 vessels, of 2,010,912 
tons gross, were being built throughout the world under the 
Special Survey of Lloyd’s Register, with a view to classi- 
fication in the Society’s Register Book. Included in this 
total, however, were 526,592 tons upon which work was 
suspended for one reason or another, so that the tonnage to 
be classed by the Society actually under construction at that 
time was approximately 1,484,320 tons gross. In view of 
the exceptional paucity of new orders during the past year, 
this figure is likely to suffer further reduction, unless an 
early stimulus to international trade should be forthcoming. 
The number of plans for new vessels passed by the Society 
during the year inevitably reflects the prevailing conditions. 
The figures comprise only 138 vessels, of 230,920 tons, anc 
are the lowest recorded for more than thirty-five years. 
The countries in which the majority of the 623 vessels 
classed by Llovd’s Register during the year have been built 
are shown in the following statement :

The nationality of the principal proprietors of the new 
tonnage is more widely distributed, as follows :

Holland, 50 vessels of 248,400 gross tons ; United States, 
37 vessels of 231,133 gross tons ; Japan, 26 vessels of 152,524 
gross tons ; Italy, 22 vessels of 144,400 gross tons ; France, 
34 vessels of 137,332 gross tons; Norway, 30 vessels of 
135,432 gross tons; British Dominions, 35 vessels of 
125,853 gross tons, 

The total tonnage of merchant vessels afloat at the end 
of June, 1922, holding the classification of Lloyd’s Register 
was 27,231,129 tons, and is the highest figure ever recorded. 
To this figure should be added 296 vessels, of 1,524,013 
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tons, which appear in the Register Book with the notation 
‘“ Class Contemplated.’’ A large number of these were 
completed and classed during the printing of the Register 
Book, while the construction of the remainder has been far 
advanced. The aggregate of shipping coming under the 
wgis of Lloyd’s Register’s Classification therefore comprises 
10,325 vessels, of more than 28}? million tons gross. 

Included among the vessels built during the year which 
have received the Societyv’s Classification are 32 exceeding 
10,000 tons each, as compared with only 10 falling within 
this category during the previous twelve months. Of these 
32 vessels, 23 are between 10,000 and 15,000 tons, while 
9 each exceed the latter measurement. 

Oit TANKERS. 

Vessels of all types of construction intended for bulk oil 
earrying and built to class in the last twelve months 
amounted to 114, of 602,399 tons gross. While this ton- 
nage is somewhat lower than the similar figure for the 
previous year, when 112 vessels represented 614,464 tons 
gross, it marks an appreciably higher percentage (nearly 
24 per cent., as compared with 18 per cent.) of the total 
tonnage classed during the period in question. } 

Vessels to the number of 209, representing 1,395,929 gross 
tons—or 55 per cent. of the total tonnage of new vessels 
classed durmg the year under review—were fitted for 
burning oil fuel. Between July, 1914, and July, 1922, the 
gross tonnage of vessels burning oil fuel has increased from 
1,310,209 tons to 14,464,162 tons. | 

These figures include vessels which are fitted with in- 
stallations for burning oil in the furnaces of their boilers, 
but it does not necessarily follow that all such vessels are 
using oil. A number of such installations can readily be 
replaced on occasion by coal-burning fittings when oil is 
unobtainable or when its price, compared with coal, is so 
great as to render its use unprofitable.

ROUMANIA. 
RAILWAY EXTENSION. 


The Department of Overseas Trade is informed that the 
new normal gauge railway between Ungheni (now called 
Vasile Lupu) and Kishinew (Bessarabia), which is 120 kilo- 
metres in length, was finished on 14th August, and the 
first trial took place next day, when a train loaded with 
500 tons of goods made a satisfactory run over the whole 
of the line. 

The official inauguration of the line was fixed for Ist 
September, and it will now be possible tor the Railway 
Administration to run direct trains from Bucharest to 
Kishinew, which has previously not been feasible owing to 
the Bessarabian railway line being of the broad gauge type. 
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FRANCE. 


MINERAT, IMPORTS AND EXPORTS, 
JANUARY-AUGUST. 


(From the Commercial Secretary to H. M. Embassy.) 








PARIS, 

According to the statisties of French Trade for the first 
eight months of the year, which have now been published 
by the Customs Departinent, imports of on ore amounied 
to 270,957 tons, as against 265,955 tons in January-August, 
1921. While the figures are approximately the same, 
imports from Luxemburg increased from 152,906 tons to 
166,334 tons, and those from Algeria from 5.031 tons to 
56,715 tons, whereas imports from Spain fell from 92,820 
tons to 2,641 tons. 

Exports: of ore amounted during the period under 
review to 5,590,769 tons, as against 3,361,242 tons. Ex- 
ports to Germany increased from 662,381 tons to 1,411,03 
tons, and those to Belgium from 881,411 tons to 1,041,385 
tons. 

Imports of copper ore decreased from 4,272 tons in the 
first eight months of 1921 to 5,323 tons in the corresponding 
period of the current year. 

There was an increase in imports of lead ore to 13,060 
tons, against 11.079 tons; of tin ore to 899 tons, against 234 
tons, and of zine ore to 56,138 tons in Januaryv-August, 
1922, against 28,351 tons m the same period of last year. 

There was a considerable rise in the exports of bauxite, 
the figures for the first eight months of 1922 hemg 88,595 
tons, compared with 29,833 tons in January-August, 1921.

THE POTASH INDUSTRY. 


(From the Commercial Secretary, Occupied Territories.) 





COLOGNE. 

The ** Deutsche Bergwerks Zeitung ’”’ states that the 
current calendar year will probably be a record one for 
the sale of potash. In spite of the increases in price and 
freight, orders are numerous, and it can be predicted that 
the sales of the current year will exceed the pre-war sales 
in spite of the separation of the Alsatian mines. 

The export trade has also considerably improved and, 
although it has not yet recovered to pre-war figures, it will 
probably amount to 23 per cent. of the total sales as against 
5 per cent. last year. Before the war exports amounted 
to 45 per cent. or 50 per cent. of the total sales. The 
recent improvement may be attributed partly to the fact 
that the importation of potash into Poland is again per- 
mitted after it had been prohibited for some time owing to 
the unlawful retention of railway trucks. Business with 
America is normal.

NOTICE TO EXPORTERS: CURRENCY 
CERTIFICATES. 
Some doubt appears to prevail among British exporters 
of goods to Canada as to whether a “currency certificate ”’ 


should accompany the invoice relating to such goods. The 
following notice has, therefore, been prepared, giving, 1 


summary form, the substance of notices in this connection 
which have been published in prev ious issues of the “ Board 
of Trade Journal” : 

The prescribed “currency certificate” of a Consul, 
Canadian Trade Commissioner, or Bank is only required in 
the case of goods coming from countries where the currency 
is regarded by the Canadian authorities as substantially 
depreciated, namely, Germany, Austria, Hungary, Jugo- 
Slavia, Russia and Czecho-Slovakia. 

With regard to the invoices of goods imported from a 
country where the currency is not regarded by the Canadian 
authorities as substantially depreciated (e.g., the United 
Kingdom), the present authorised certificate of the exporter 
showing the relative value in standard currency of the 
paper currency of the invoice will be accepted, subject to 
the usual verification by the Collector at the Canadian 
port of entry. 

The Canadian Customs will accept a signed statement 
from exporters in the United Kingdom in the following 
form, which should appear at the bottom of the invoice :—

The new regulations 
continue in force the requirement of a certificate issued 
by a recognised service of plant inspection in the country 
of origin, prescribe the form of this certificate and the 
particulars it must contain, and lay down the standard of 
quality which the inspectors appointed by the Danish 
Committee on Contagious Diseases of Plants must require 
before imported potatoes can be regarded as complying 
with the provisions of the present Order.

A comparison is made between the present foreign trade and that before the war, by 


estimating, as nearly as available data permit, the value which would be put upon imports and exports 
in the mass, if each item had the same average value per unit of quantity as was declared for goods of the 


game description in 1913. 


In this way aggregate figures are obtained, the comparison of which, with the 


corresponding figures for 1913, enable the extent of the influence of price-changes and the aggregate changes 
in the volume of goods imported and exported to be estimated. In the article we gave the aggregates, and in the 
tables below supplement this information by extending the comparison to the commodities in the various 
import and export classifications.
